A.W. Clark and J. B. Robinson form the Columbia Valley 
Lumber Company and commence construction of the 
sawmill and supporting company town at Wauna. 


1911 


In January, James Pollock is appointed the first Wauna 
postmaster, followed by A. W. Clark in September. 


1912 
The Big Creek Logging Company is formed to conduct 
logging operations in Clatsop County for Crossett Timber. 


In October, the Crossett Timber Company purchases for 
$80,000 the sawmill and town site at Wauna owned by the 
Columbia Valley Lumber Company.

Crossett Western enters into a franchise agreement 
with the American Lumber and Treating Corporation 
of Chicago to operate a “Wolmanizing” lumber-treating 
operation at Wauna. 


1941 

The Wauna Lumber Company is formed by Willard T., 
Clarence R., Franklin F., and Justin C. Evenson, Norton and 
R. A. Cowden, C. L. Koster, and Orville R. Miller. It purchases 


the company town of Wauna and the Crossett Western 
Lumber Company sawmill for $150,000. 


1942 


The Big Creek Logging Company shuts operations down 
and sells equipment for scrap.
